$181,000 Worth of

Whiskey contained in 181 barreln and 


valued to bootleggers at $300,000 wae 
stolen from Fount's distillery, near Glen 
Hock, Friday night by a gang of about 50 
firmed and masked men who surrounded 
the place and compelled the guard* to 
surrender. The whiskey was hauled away 
in the direction of Baltimore in about 15 
motor trucks and a nuaiber of touring 
car». It WM the third visit of whiskey 
bandits to the distillery within three 
weeks 
On the two previous occasion* 


the guards drove them off by shooting at 
them. Internal revenue officers and state 
police have begun ao investigation of the 
raid. Although nothing definite couid be 
learned, it ia freely said, that the theft of 
empty barrels was staffed to cover pre- 
vious thefts at the distillery little or noth- 
ing was done to halt the raiders, a Dumber 
of Glen Rock residents looking on from a 
corn field.
